A compiete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111. 1 .1 35. (35 U.S. C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 1) Discussed the objections to claims 1, 4, 6-7 and 10-12 and 
regarding claim language. It was agreed that if suitable changes are made to the claim language, the objections and 
rejections will likely be withdrawn. 

2) Rejections of claims -7 and 10-12 under 35 U.S.C. 101. It was agreed that if suitable changes are made to the claim 
language, the rejections will likely be withdrawn. 

3) Claims 1, 4 and 7 rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph for being indefinite can be overcome by suitable 
changes to claim language and also recitation of hybridization conditions. 

4) Claims 1-5, 9, 11 and 13-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph for written description and enablement 
were discussed. The Office indicated that if the claims are limited to 95% sequence homology to isolated 
polynucleotides and encoded polypeptides and the specific strain of organism from which said polynucleotides were 
isolated, there is a likelihood for withdrawing the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph for written description 
and enablement. 

5) The art rejections were discussed. Rejection over Fritsche could be overcome by amending microorganism claims to 
recite the specfic strain isolated by applicants and amendments to claims to recite 95% sequence homology language 
would likely overcome 103 over Misuhashi. Such amendments might not overcome rejection over Yang, as protein of 
Yang has very similar properties suggesting it is very similar in structure. It was suggested that applicants could limit 
the claims to enzymes from Difluvibacter or provide other evidence that Yang's enzyme does not meet the limitations of 
the claims. 
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
